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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 and 12 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1 and 12, prior art fails to disclose all of the features of either claim 1 

or claim 12. 

Prior art fails to show an evacuated (single) chamber in which both quadrupole mass 
filters are located and a curved flow tube that connects both quadrupole mass filters. 
Cotter et al. (US 5,202,563) discloses a single evacuated chamber [abstract, Fig 1] 
while Clemmer (US 6,498,342) discloses a method of separating ions in time which 
comprises a first ion mobility spectrometer (IMS) with an ion inlet and outlet. The first 
IMS separates ions in time according to the first function of ion mobility. The outlet of 
this first IMS is connected to the second IMS where ions are separated according to a 
second mobility function. The ion outlet of the second IMS is connected to a mass 
spectrometer. By doing this, rapid analysis and sequencing of large biomolecules and 
analysis of mixtures of organic and inorganic compounds is possible. 

In the present invention, a single evacuated chamber houses two quadrupole mass 
filters which are connected by a curved tube. When two mass filters are used, the two 
separate chambers need to be evacuated and since these chambers are large two large 
pumps are required. By reducing the whole instrument into only one chamber, only one 
pump is necessary which makes the instrument portable, and of a more convenient size

and weight. In addition the noise created by the pumps is reduced. By making the 
instrument lighter and more portable, the applications for this instrument increase 
tremendously. The lighter and more portable instrument can be used in homeland 
security where because of the sensitivity of the instrument to volatile organic 
compounds, for example bacteria and microbes, detection of even low level biological 
threats is possible. In addition, in the medical and in the environmental fields, such a 
instrument also becomes very useful. 

It therefore is not obvious to combine Cotter et al. and Clemmer's inventions since 
neither of these inventions is directed towards portability and compactness of the 
instrument or reduction of the noise. 

3. Claims 2 to 1 1 and 1 3 are allowed based on their dependence on claim 1 .
